SAILING DAYS | 
‘ARE AT AN END 


| In Perféct Condition 
After 42 Years 


VICTORIA AND. ALBERT 
FOR SHIPBREAKERS 


E London, April 26. 
Imperfect though royal, the Vic- 
teria and ‘Albert has never been 
considered a really seaworthy 
ship. Now she is to go-to the ship- 
ibreakers: Her career jy likely to 
jend some time next year, probably 
after the Coronation Naval Review 
which will be held in May 1937 if 
King Edward follows Precedent. 

The Victoria and Albert was 
built for Queen Victoria, and was{" 
launched in 1899 by Queen Mary, 
then. Duchess of York. Eight 
months after the launching, while 
she was being completed in dock, 
she heeled over’ suddenly and lay 
at an angle of 20 degrees. It was 
found that serious error had been 
made in. the calculations for 
weight and stability. 

Designer Resigned 

The result was that her desig- 
ner, Sir Wiliam White, who was 
{considered the world’s most 
eminent naval architect, resigned 
from his position. . Efforts were 
made to rectify the fault, and 
jeventually the Victoria and Albert 
was put into commission, but she 
was never a complete success, and 
has not been used for serious 
ocean cruising. 

Last July, King” George accom- 
Panied by the present King, spent 
two days in the Victoria and Al 
bert for the Naval Review at Spit- 
head and at the exercises that fol- 
lowed. She has not been to sea 
since. Rear-Admiral Dudley North 
commands the yacht which also 
numbers among her officers Cap- 
itain L. Da C. Ricci, or “Barti- 
meus,” the author of sea stories.

a soldier’s widow, only to have the: 
fact that she was unmarried. re 
vealed to her grown-up son and 
daughter, was told last month at. 
Marylebone police-court,” 

The woman, Amelia Matilda, 
Hale, aged 55, of The Chine, Sud- 
bury, was sentenced by Mr. Ivan 
Snell to three months’ imprison- 
ment in the second division for 
fraudulently .° obtaining three 
sums of £1 6s Sd from the_Minis-. 
try of Pensions, She pleaded _ 


{ guilty. 


It was stated that the total sunr 
she had thus received was £963 4s. 
3a. 


Prosecutor's Case 


Mr. G. -B. Saywell, prosecuting;. 
said that.in 1900 the woman be-. 
gan to live with a ehoeing smith: 
named Leavesley, who hed served’ 
They had several, 
children. In 1914, owing to short- 
age of skoeing snmths, Leavesley- 
rejoined the Arnmry. 

Because of the somewhat meagre: 
provision at the time for “un- 
married wives’ Leavesley: decided 
to enter the service as Ernest 


Hale, and described the woman as° 
his wife. To do so, he produced 


the marriage certificate of her - 


sister, whose married name was 
Hale. 

In 1921 Leavesley died in a mili- 
tary hospital, and fhe defendant 
claimed a widow’s pension. She 
was granted 263 8d a week, and 
continued to draw it up to last 
January. 


Enquiries Made 


When the Ministry mude en- 
quiries, the woman confessed, but 
said she did not think that in the 
circumstances she had done any— 
thing wrong. 

Mr. Elam, defending, said that 
the woman was in a precarious 
state of health, following an in-- 
ternal operation. ‘Her own life was. 
not only ruined, but the disclosure 
thatushe was not married had 
come ag a shock to the son and 
daughter. 

The deception originated with 


ithe man Leavesley. Having a wife’ 


alive, he could. not marry the de- 
‘fendant. On his death-bed he 
told her that he considered that 
she was morally entitled to the 
pension, and accepting this. she | 
made -her claim. 

“She'.was morally entitled té 2 
pension if anybody was entitled to.
